A DISSERTATION concerning Eli- 
jah’s Ravens. (See Numb. IV. ot thefe 
Memoirs. ) 


HE Horrid Idolatry of King hab having fpread 
| it felf among all the J/raelites, the Divine Juftice 


affli&ted that People with an extreme Famine. 
This Event was clearly foretold by the Prophet Elijah ; 
who left Samaria, and the Kingdom of Ifrael, for fear 
the King fhou’d put him to Death upon that account ; and 
fled, as he was dire&ted by the Spirit of God, towards 
the Zaft, over againft the River Jordan , not far from the 
Bridge. For, being a Native of Galaad, he thought he 
might be fafe upon the Confines of the Jordan and the 
Kingdom of dfrael ; and that, if there was Occafion, he 
might go farther, into the Country of Galasd, or 
Syria. 

"t ought to be obferved, in orderto know the Place 
where Elijah conceal’d himfelf , that among many other 
‘Towns in the Country of Galaad , there were Ten very 
fanrous, that went by the Name of Decapolis. One of ‘em, 
call’d Beth{chau, Bet{an, or Baifawn, was very much Cele- 
brated, not only becaufe it had a Jarge Territory, on 
both Sides of the Jordan, but allo on account of its 
Trade, Fine Cloth, and other Commodities, The J/raee 
lites were polleft of it ever fince their Coming into the 
Land of Canaan, till the Captivity of Babylon. After 
their Return from Captivity, they could not recover that 
Town: It remain’d in the Poffettion of the Gentiles ; but 


. was partly inhabited by the J/raelites, like Capernaum and 


fome other Towns. 

. Beth{chan was called in Greek t Scythopolis, from the Scy- 
thians, who had formerly poffefs'd that City, and the 
Neighbouring Countrey beyond the Jordan , call’d Bafan, 
Bafanitis, and Batanea. This Great Town ftood in the 
Tribe of Manafzh, half a League from the Jordan, and 
fifteen Leagues from the Lake of Genefareth.. The other

Towns of Decapolis were fituated beyond the Jordan ; as 
may be feen in moft Geographical Tables. Beth/chan, or 
Seythopoly , ftood on the Confines of Galilee and Judea, 
when the whole Country of the J/raclites was thus divi- 
ded, or on the Frontiers of Samaria and Galilee , accords 
ing to another Divifion of that Country. Which is con- 
firm’d by Jofephus, Brocardus, Breitenbach, and Bartholomew 
de Salignac , Ocular Witnefles; and by Peutinger, Adri« 
chomius, Dr. Lightfoot , Ce#arius, and many others. In 
that Part of the Country, ftood a large Bridge over the 
Jordan, leading from Canaan into Galaad and Syria. 

There was in the Country of Bet{cham a little Town, 
call'd Oreb, or Aorabi, according to S. Ferem and the Au- 
thors of Geographical Tables. It went long after by the 
Names of Zipporin, Sephorin, &c. which are berter known 
in modern Hiftories. Tliis Town is alfo frequently men. 
tion’d under the Names of Ordo, Sippotin; and Sippuria, in 
the Books of the fews; whom the Learned take to be 
very well Skill’d in the Geography of their own Coun. 
try. The famous Dr. Lighefoor has prov’d it by many Ex- 
amples,and did not fcruple to place the City of Orés among 
thofe of Palefine. For tho’ he dees not own that the 
Prophet Elijah was fed in his Retirement by fome Inha- 
bitants of Ordo, he does not deny that there was a Town 
of that Name. It appears theretore, that the fews agree 
with S. Jerom concerning the Town of Aoradi, or Orbe : 
They plainly tellus, in the Ancient ‘Book’eall’d * Birea 
{chit Rabba, that there wasa Town, call'd Ordo, in the 
Country of Betfchan. The Author of the Commentary 
entitled Marranoth Kelunna, adds, that Jehoshaphat, King 
of Judea , reign’d over the City of Orbo. $: Ferom fuys, 
that Aorabi was the laft Town of fudea, towards the 
Eaft. 

The Sacred Writer gives us to underffand , that che 
Brook Cherith was near the fame Town; aff Aurichomius 
Geilkerkius, and feveral others, have obferved the fame id 
their Maps, fince they place orat? and the Rock Ores 
near the Brook Cherith, or Carith. But they are miftakerd 
in the Situation of the Brook Cherith, ‘and thé Neighbours 
ing Town of Aorabi or Oreb, which they reprefent lying 
near the Dead Sea; whereas they fhou’d have plac’d them 
nearer the Lake of Gencfarcth. There® aré innumerable 
Miftakes of this Nature in the Maps of Palefine, made

by Men ignorant of the Fewifh Antiquities, This Brook 
came down from the Weftern Mountains of Ephraim, ram 
towards the Eaft, and fell into the jordan , not far from 
the Bridge near Betfchan. It was call'd Cherith, from the 
Neighbouring People, named Cret, Crethi, Kerethi, or 
Kerethim, a kind of Philfines , ox Paleftines , Sk-'d ia 
the Art of Throwing Darts; as we read in Bochart, Dr. 
Lightfoot, and feveral other Writers. From their Name, 
that Brock and the Neighbouring Sea of Galilee were 
call’d Crit, Kenerct, Kinnereth, Gen-fareth ; that is, the 
Country, the River, and the Sea of the People calld 
Crit. 
The Prophet Elijah fled towards Oreb, or Aorab:,to avoid 
the Anger of King 444b.He repaired to the Neighboui hood 
of that Town, and retired into a Cavern, or tome Other 
place, near the Brook Cherith. This Brook was tufficient 
to quench his Thirft ; bur how could he get Bread and 
Meat in hig Retirement ? God cold him that the ORE. 
BINS, or the dnhabitants of the Town of Orch or 
Orbe, fhou'd feed him. Accordingly , fome Citizens of 
that Town being inform’d that the Holy Prophet had 
conceal'd himfelf near the Brook Cherith, brought him 
Bread and Flefh every Morning and Even'ng Tis very 
robable, that fome Inhabitants of that Town were no 
Adedarers , but worfhipp’d che true God , and knew the 
Piophet. A Man fill’d with the Spirit of God, and able 
to foretell Things to come, was generally received with 
the greateft Cemonftrations of Love and Refpe&, where- 
ever he came. Thus Elifha coming to Damafcn-, was 
very kindly entertain'd by the Inhab.eants, who made him 
noble Prefents. El.jxh, who was a greater Prophet, did 
not doube but that the Oredins, hearing of his Arrival, 
wou'd fupply him with all Neceffaries. Accordingly the 
Prophet depaited from Samaria, and wert towaids the 
Baft, near the Brook C/erith, not far from the Bridge of 
tordan; where fome Inhabitants of Orsd provided him 
with Diet every Morning and Evening. ‘Thus the Holy 
Man was kindly uted and fed, for a whole Year, by the 
charitable Orebins in his Retirement. 

The Chaldaick and Arabick Interpreters, ard the moft 
celebrated Jews , acknowledge that the Prophet £li- 
jah preferved his Life by the Care and Charity of the in. 
habitants of Qreb. The Author of the Commentary, en- 
titi'd Mattanoth Kebunna, has thefe Words : The Citizens 
of Orbo feut him fime Meat: They are calld Orbois , that 
is, Citizens of Orbo , 4 Towa belonging to Jehothaphar. 
The Jews cell us the fame thing in * Meffichet Chulin, in 
thefe Words : Two or many of the faid Orcbins fed Elijah, 
Which they confiem by a Pailage our of the Book of 
Judges, Chap, VIL. where ic is faid that the Ifraclites Jem 
Orch upon the Rock Oreb. They oblferve upon thole 
Words, That tke Orebins, who brought Meas to Elijah, were 
focal’ d from the Town where they lived. Rafchi, a very Ba- 
mous Doctor among the Jews, is of the fame Opinion ina 
his Commentary, The facred Writer , lays he, docs not 
mean that all the Inbabitants fed Elijah ; for all of ’em did 
not know thatthe Prophet was in that Country, much lefs where 
he had conceal'd bimfelf ; but {ime of ’em knew it, and took 
careof him. They are call’d Orbois from their Town , with. 
out any regard tothe Names of their Familics. Menaffeh Ben 
Urael acknowledges the fame. 

It frequently happens, that a thing generally unknown 
is however known to fome private Perfons. Neither 4. 
bab, nor the other Enemies of the Prophet, knew where 
he had conceal’d himfelf ; but fome few Friends were ac. 
quainted with it. Thus when the a of the L/raclites 
went to Jericho, ‘tis faid they were hid, and that theic E- 
nemies could not find them ; but the Woman who. had 
conceal'd them , knew they were upon the Roof of hes 
Houte. : 

There happen’d in Elijah’s Time, a thing much like 
the cafe of that Propher. Queen Jezede/, being very an- 

y with him, and the other Prophets, who oppofed fdo- 

try, caufed many of ’em tobe put to Death. *Twas 
thought they had ted ali deftroyed, During that Perfe- 

cution, Obadiah, a great Man belonging to the Court of 
Ahab, and a Servant of the true God, conceal'd a hun- 
dred Prophers in feveral Caverns, and cook care to fupply 
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chem with Meat and Drink. Obadiah himfelf acquainted 
Elijah with it, when he Jeft his Retirement. 1 Kings XVUL 
13. Thus,as the Lives of a hundred Prophets were pre- 
ferved in Caves,and no body knew it but Obadiah and his 
Servants ;i0, at the very fame time,the Divine Providence 
took care that fome charitable Perfons of the Town of 
Orc fhou’d fupply El:jab with Bread and Meat in his Re- 
tirement, 

Tis not therefore neceflary to fay, that Elijah was fid 
by Ravens. He was ferved by fome Inhabitants of Ored, 
not by Ravens ; by Men, not by Birds. How cou’d the 
Holy Prophet receive his Meat from the Pounces of fuch 
unclean Animals, contrary to the Law, which he aflert- 
ed with the greateft Zea] and Intrepidity ? How cou’d 
he know that the unclean Ravens had not refted among 
Carcaffes and Carrion before they brought him his Meat ? 
How cou’d the Ravens find out the place where the Pro- 
phet lay conceal’d ? Befides, that Holy Man was fuppli. 
ed with Bread and Fleth, every Morning ard Evening, 
for a whole Year. How can iucha NE and careful Arc- 
tendance be afcribed to Ravens ? "Tis ftrange that Inter. 
preters fhou'd not perceive that the Prophet was ferved 
by Men, and not by Birds. Let the Ravens then be for . 
ever confined to their Nefts. As for us , let us admire 
the Divine Goodnefs,in providing the holy Prophet wich 
all Neceffaries, in the greateft Danger, by the Miniftry 
of his Fellow-Creatures. 

The Interpreters have been generally fatishied with an 
obfcure and ill-grounded Tradition. ‘Tis true, fome, 
both Jews and Chriftians,though they knew not that there 
was a Town call’d Ored, have boldly declared, that Elijah 
had been fed not by Ravens, but by Merchants, as they, 
explain theHebrew word Orebim,inEzekiel XXVII.29.They 
came nearer the Truth than ali other Interpreters ; being 
fenfible, that the Prophet had been fed, by Men, not by 
Birds. This is the Opinion of Kimchi, Abarbancel, and 
feveral others, who entirely explode the common Opi- 
nion.

T HE Effsy on Wit and Humour, has been efteem’d a 
Mafter-piece in its kind, Purity of Di€&tion, Deli- 
cacy of Sentiments, and a manly Vein of Reafoning, run 
through the whole : no wonder then, an Ingenious Pen 
has attempreéd to reprefent the Beauties of the Original 
ina Foreign Drefs. The Performance indeed was diffi- 
cule, but the greater is the Reputation of his Succefs. 
Perhaps he has made the Author more Intelligible ; for 
befides the Notes, which embellith and explain the Text, 
he has added a Preface, to lead the Reader thto a diftin@ 
View of the whole Work. “ ’Tis a general Opinion, 
* fays be, in Holland and France, that Great-Britain abounds 
“ with Libertines, who {peak and write with great Free- 
* dom, againft Opinions the moft univerfally Eftablith’d. 
“* On this Account they pafs for real Scepticks, and far 
“ from being Affronted , they glory in the Charatter, 
As they {pare no Party or Pro flion , they find them- 
felves attack’d from ev'ry Quarter , the Pulpit,and the 
Prefs , in all Controverfies that come upon the Stage. 
“ And indeed, thefe are the Men chiefly pointed ar in 
“ this Eifay. But our Author fhews by the way, that 
thefé Gentlemen are not fuch Scepticks as they are fup. 
“* pos’d to be : And when they profefs an abfolue Scepti- 
‘* cifm, "tis only an Artifice to make Men patient to heat 
“ thofé venerable Doétrines call’d in queftion, which 
ae think inconfiftent with the real Incerefts of Man- 
ind. 

“ To be plain, no great Succefs can be expeéted from 
the Method utually taken co undeceive them. How 
many declaim in general again{t the Liberty they take 
to doubt of particular Doéttrines ? Inftead of anfwere 
“ ing 
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* ing their ObjeGions calmly, they cenfure them for 
“* publithing their Scruples. To what Purpofe is ail 
* this, but only co confirm them in their Scepricifin, and 
‘* convince them that their Adverfaries fee no farther than 
** they do ? That, though they pretend to believe, ‘tis the 
“ better to make their Court, and for fear of difobliging 
** the Multitude , who generally are moft Zealous for 
“* Opinions they leaft underftand ? They might always 
** thus reply ; Well! Gentlemen, Why all this Stir and 
“ Traniport ? Is it in Compaflion to the Imperfe&ion 
“* of our Senfe? Have you clearer or more enlarged 
‘* Profpeéts ? Why then fo much Referve ? Let us fhare 
“ in the Advantages of your Penetration. ’Tis true, we 
** demur upon fome Articles,which to you appear found- 
‘* ed upon the moft irtefiftible Evidence. But then dif 
“* play you Reafons in their Meridian Light ; and {pare 
‘‘ thote Flathes of Intemperature, which fo profufely 
** fall on thofe who grope under the Misfortune of being 
“ in the Dark, 
‘ Our Author was very fenfible of the Reafonablenefs 
‘ of fuch an Expoftulation, Far from bullying thefe 
““ pretended Scepticks with Rant and Raving, he em- 
“ ploys the 1. Part of his Effay in juftifying the Freedom 
“* they take to examine all manner of Opinions , to que- 
“ ftion the moft generally received Maxims, and éven to 
“ bring them to the Teft of Ridicule. By this means he 
‘“‘ gains upon their Confidence , and _ admiffus circum 
‘ precordia ludit. After having fuffer’d "em to laugh at 
-“ every thing, he rallies them in his turn , but with fo 
“ much Delicacy and Difcretion, they find themfelves 
** difarm’d of ail Reply. ; pa: 
“ In the LL. Pare, he attacks their favourite Principles, 
“ concerning Virtue and Society. This feems to be the 
‘‘ main Detign of this Work. Thefe New Scepticks, 
“ after the Example of Hobbes, allow of no Generous Paf- 
fiom, no Social Affection, Our Author therefore fhews 
“chat thefe Sentiments are implanted in the Heart of 
© Man ; that Hobbes himfelf could not diveft his Soul of 
“ thefe Principles; and that his Followers have irrefiti- 
“ bly fubmitced co the Power of the Social Charm. 
“ “He carries on the Attack, and confutes their Prin- 
“ ciples more direétly in the If. Part. After having 
“ proved their Idea of the State of Nature to be altoge- 
*« ther Chimerical, he determines what that State is, and 
“* fettles it upon the Sureft Foundations.. He lays down 
“ this Principle ; That if any thing be natural in any Crea~ 
‘* ture, or any Kind, ’tis that which # Prefervative of the 
‘© Kind it felf, and condacing to its Welfare and Support. From 
““ hence he overthrows the Doftrine of Epicurus, Hobbes, 
“* and all their Followers , fets off the native Charms of 
** Virtue, and fhows fhe is not to be won by Mean, Self- 
* interefted Views. : 
“ In the laft Part, he makes new Efforts to convince 
“« thefe Gentlemen of the Beauty of Virtue, and obliges 
“‘ chem to renounce their Claim to common Senfe; or 
“ elfe to acknowledge, that nothing can be more attract. 
“ ing, than a Conduét of Life regulated by Wifdom and 
“ true Juftice. 
It will not be improper, by way of Specimen, to give 
the Tranflator’s Note upon the following Paffage in che 
Effay on Wit and Humour, Pag. 81. “ Other Authors there 
‘ have been of a yet inferior Kind; a fort of Diftribu- 
‘* ters and petty Retailers of Wit, who have run Chan- 
** ges and Divifions, without end, ae this Article of 
** Selflove. You have the fame t {pun out a 
‘* hundred Ways, and drawn into Motte’s and Devices, to 
‘* fet forth this Riddle ; That a ae difintereftedly or gene- 
“* voufly as you pleafe, Self till at the Bortom, nothing elfe. 
The Author, fays be, points here at the Duke of la Roches 
foucaule. The Moral Refletions afcribed to him , contain 
nothing elfe but this Principle , That Self-Lowe us the 
Foundation of all our A&ions. La Bruyere takes notice of 
this Work in very refpetful Terms ; and at the famé time 
makes this Obfervation: ‘Tis the Produttion, fays he, of a Ge- 
nius improv d by Conver{ation in the World , whofe Delicacy of 
Wit was equal to his Penetration. The Author baving obferv'd 
that Self-Love is in Man the Caufe of a2 his Weakneffes, at 
tacks it without refpite, upon all Encounters ; and this fingle 
Thought, diverfified a thoufand Ways ,by a happy choice of Words 
and Turns of Exprefion, fill appears withthe graceful Air of 
Novelty Difcourfe upon Theophbraftus. The Tranflator 
obferves farther, that this Principle has been confured by 
the Journalifts of Trevewx. “ The Syftem of Self-Love, 
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“ fay they,owes its Reputation to the Duke of fz Rochefe- 
** cauls, Author of the At:ral RleFions, He has 
“fame Fare with rhe Inventers of Syftems in Nature} 
** Philofophy, who run into Miftakes from an AffeGhac:.. 
“ on of reducing ev'ry thing to one fingle Principle. 
“ Mankind, "tis true, is miferably corrupted : Intereft, 
** Self-Love, are the ufual Motives of their AGions; this 
“* can’t be well difputed. But muft we therefore granr, 
* chat all the Seeds of Virtue are quite defac’'d by a ge- 
* neral Corruption ; and that without Grace we can on- 
“ly exchange our Vices? Could Intereft produce the 
** Integrity of Regulus, in keeping his Word inviolable? 
“* Did Self-Love prompt him to return and expofe him- 
* felf to the ach exquifite Torments ? The juftice of 
“* Lycurgus, who furrendred a Crown to a Nephew, when 
“no body elfe knew it was his Right by Birth ; the 
Generofity of thofe Slaves, who during the Triumvi- 
“ rat, devoted their Lives for the Safety of their Ma- 
 fters ; Could chefe Paflions {pring from the Corruption 
“of Nature? They were atted by Vanity, perhaps fome 
“* will fay. Can any thing be more rath and ridiculous, 
“ than to build a Syftem of Morals upon fuch an Airy 
* Foundation ? What Vanity could influence Slaves, fo 
“* very obfcure, that even their Names were unknown 
*“* to thofe who took away their Lives ? 
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The Marquis of St. Aulaire has alfo confuted the fame 
Hypothefis, in his Antwer to an Ode of Mr. dela Motte, 
inferted in the Journal of Treveux. 

Several other Paflages might be produc’d out of French 
Authors, to fhew that the Duke of Ja Rochefoucanit’s Sy- 
ftem is look’d upon in France, as peculiar to that Ingeni- 
ous Writer ; and therefore it cannot with any Jultice be 
afcrib’d to the whole Nation. 
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AN ACCOUNT of the Life and 
Writings of the late M. Martin Hankius. 


THs Author made a Confiderable Figure in the 

Commonwealth of Learning ; and therefore, tho’ 
he dy'd a Year ago, the Reader will not be difpleas’d to 
find here the following Account. 


M. MARTIN HANKIUS,.Re&or and Pro. 
feflor of Elizabeth-College at Breflaw , died in that City 
Jaft Year, on the 24th of April. He was born February 
15, 1633. in a Town Three German Miles diftant from 
Breflaw. He went thro’ his School.-Léarning in that Ci- 
ty; from whence he was fent to the Univerfity of Fens, 
where he made a Confiderable Progrefs in hilofophy 
and Divinity. He read Private Leftutes, and maintain'd 
Publick Di{putations upon feveral Subjeéts ; which pro- 
cur’d him fuch a Reputation, that Ernefus Pius, Duke of 
Saxe-Gorha, made him Profeffor of Natural Philofophy, 
Morals, Politicks, and Hiftory. He difcharg’d the Du- 
ties of his Profefforfhip with fo much Glory, that the 
City of Brefaw fent for him in the Year 1661, to make 
him Profeflor of Pra&tical Philofophy, Hiftory, and Elo- 
quence. In 1670. he was made Libraty-Keeper, and in 
1688. Rettor of £lizabeth-College. 


In 1669, he publith’d at Leipfck his Fir Volume de 
Romanarum riram Scriptoribus, in 4to. 

About the Year 1673 , he printed his Orationes Patens 
tales, Nuptiales, G Dramatice , and hig Poems, in 
Of ave, 

In 1674, he publifhed his Second Volume dé Roma- 
narum rerum Sctriptoribns, at Leipfick, itt 4to. 

In 1677, he put out his Book de Byzautinarum rerum 
Seriptoribus , at — , in 4te.; wherein he gives an 
exatt Account of the Lives and Writings of Fifty Au- 


thors, who have writ the Civil and Ecclefiaftical Hiftory 
of Conftantinople, and other Places. 

His Writings made his Name fo famous, that the late 
Emperor fent for him,to put Part of his Library into a good 
Order ; and His Imperial Majefty expreis'd his great 
Efteem for him by a Noble Prefent. Afterwards = 
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Hinks undertook to write the Hiftory of Brefaw and 
Silcka, and publifh’d the following Books. es 
In the Year 1701, Urat favienf.s Evudit-onis Propagae 
torer, in Fol. with Annotations ; wherein he gives, in 
feveral Chronological Tables, a Lift of all the Recors, 
Profeffors, arid Teachers of the Schools of Brifaw, from 
the Year 1575, (9 17-0. a 
In 1702, Antiquitatcs de S/lfiorum Nominitus, 19 4¢0. 
In the fame Year, Antiquitates de Silefiorum Majoribus, ab 
Orbe condito ad Anzum Chriffi 55°, 400. 
In 17-5, Exercitationes de Silefiorum rebus, ab Anno Chri- 


fii ssc, ad 117>, 4C0. 
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In 1707 , Lider Singularis de Siliftis indigenis eruditit, 
from the Year 1165, to1550. And another Book, «sz 
Silefiis alicnigenis eruditis, from the Year 1170 » to 
1§§°. 


He wou'd have publifh’d many other Pieces relating 
to the fame SubjeSt, if he had lived longer. His. Dearly 
is the more to be lamented, becaufe Silefa will hardly af 
ford any Man fufficiently qualify'd to go on with ch 
fame Work. ;

This Di&ionary confifts of ye | Latin Words difpos'd 
inan Alphabetical Order ; to each of which the Author 
has added fome Reflexions, or Hiftorical Fatts, taken 
from the Books he has read. Under the Word Abgarus, 
he has inferted the Letter which that Prince writ to 
JESUS CHRIST, according to fome Au- 
thors; and the Anfwer of JESUS CHRIST 
to that Prince. He enquires whether that Piece be Ge- 
nuine or Spurious: He quotes feveral Authors who have 
mention’d it, and gives an Account of their Opinions. 
This is a very large Volume ; and yet it contains but 
Part of the Author's Colleétions.
